It is supposed that the mob formed 
shortly after the returns of the elec- 
tion, held Thursday, were given in, and 
went to the house of Albert Royal, a 
megro farmer. They tied Royal and 
hig brother-in-law, Charlie, Jackson, 
and took them to the woods. ‘Both 
were bound to trees, and shot to death.

«PIRECT BLOW AT US, 
SMYTHE» MUSICIANS 


The Building Has Long Been 


Known as the Home of Musi- 
cians ---- They Don’t Believe 
They Will Be Allowed to 
Rent Offices in « Renovated 
Building. 


All the musicians in the Lowndes 
building are practicalHy without stu- 
dios in which to conduct their lessons, 
because of the recent request made 
by Asa G. Candler, owner of the build- 
ing, for them to vacate. the building 
by the first of May. -The reason given 
was that the building is’ to be re- 
modelled and renovated, so as to furn- 
ish more desirable offices, and Mr. 
Candler says that all the tenants were 
requested to leave the: building. 

But some of the musicians feel that 
the request to move is a diréct blow 
to them, and it. has been suggested 
that the reason-for the general notice 
was because there have been com- 
plaints from office tenants in sur- 
rounding buildings on account of the 
constant singing and piano-playing 
which marks the routine teaching in. 
the studios. 

All Ténants Asked to Leave. 

Mr. Candler “says that this is not 
true—that he merely wished to ren- 
ovate the building and therefore asked 
all tenants to evacuate. When asked 
what his plans were for the remodel- 
ing of the building he said that he did 
not know what he was going to do 
with it—that he just: wanted to fix it 
up so that he could offer it in suitable 
condition to tenants. 

The musicians are much wrought up, 
however, over the enforced change, be- 
cause they say that it is practically 
impossible for them to secure proper 
and convenient quarters elsewhere. 

There are about 15. musicians in the 
building and they have occupied ‘their 
studios for many years. Though they 
pay rental they had tome to look upon 
th paw ndes bulging as their estab- 

req#est’ to va- 
cate comes as a disagreeable surprise.

No Studios Available. 

Professor A. Dahm-Peterson~ says 
that it will be practically impossible 
for the musicians to Secure suitable 
quarters—that there are no. studios 
available, and that the musicians are 
at a loss as to what they shall do. 

Mr. CGaindler stated that he did not 
know there were musicians in the 
building——that he is sorry that it in- 
conveniences them, but.that he must 
have the building in order that it may 
be renovated. 

Some of the musicians have already 
transferred their studios to. their 
homes, but in most cases this is un- 
because the homes are 
not easily accessible to the many pu- 
pils who wish to take advantage of 
the recognized ability of some of At- 
lanta’s professors; and.a few others 
have secured studios in other build- 
ings upon the condition that they shall 
be willing to give them up if the 
teaching became troublesome to other 
office holders.

have shown a wonderful grasp of the 
duties which they are called upon to 
perform.” 

“The worst difficulty I find,” said a 
census enumerator, “is obtaining the 
necessary facts about lodgers. They 
ars always out when you make your 
call and the boarding housekeeper 
never knows anything about them ex- 
cept whether they are white or black. 
The best you can do in such a case is 
to leave a’ blank for them to fill out 
when they come In and trust to Provi- 
dence that they will take the trou- 
ble to o It.” 

Another question that troubled some 
of the enumerators was how to deter- 
mine a person's “mother tongue.” 

“Suppose a person, born a Greek, 
speaks English more fluently than he 
speaks his native language, which is 
his ‘mother tongue?” was the ques- 
tion put up to Supervisor McClelland. 

And Mr. McClelland . replied’ that 
once a Greek, always a Greek, ‘and 
that if a Chinaman couldn’t speak a 
syliable.of Chinese his ‘mother tongue’ 
is Chinese, and there is no getting 
away from it. 

Born in Old Country. 

Another enumerator declared that 
many persons he had seen told him 
they were born in the “old country.” 

“Why, that’s Irish, certainly,” de- 
clared the supervisor. “Who else but 
an Irishman would say he was born 
in the ‘auld countree?’’”’ 

The meeting of the census enumera- 
tors after the first day’s work dis- 
closed the fact that housewives are 
kicking on the proposition to list them 
as having “no occupation.” 

“Why, they are raising sand every- 
where I go,” said one enumerator, “and 
they simpiy declare they will not stand 
for any such reflection upon feminine 
industry, and they resent the idea of 
being classed as loafers. 

“One doctor told me to put his wife 
down as a nurse, and when I asked 
him who she nursed, he replied: ‘Well, 
she nurses the baby; it’s a whole lot 
safer to list her as a nurse than to say 
she doesn’t do anything.’”

SALVE FOR TAPT 
FROM SUFFRAGISTS 


Washington, April 16.—Disclaiming 
responsibility for the hissing of the 
president of the United States in con- 
nection with his address of greeting 
to them last night, when he freely 
stated his sentiments on the subject 
of woman suffrage, the National Amer- 
ican Suffrage Association today offi- 
cially expressed its regret to President 
Taft that “anyone present, either mem- 
ber of our organization or outsider, 
should have interrupted your address 
by an expression of personal feeling.” 

The expression of regret over the 
episode was conveyed to the president 
in a letter from the board of officers 
of\the organization, which was author- 
ized by a resolution adopted without a 
dissenting voice by the convention as 
soon as it was called to order today. 

Situation Bordered on Dramatic. 

The situation \ throughout the day 
was surcharged with expectancy, and 
on the two occasions when the episode 
was mentioned on the floor the situa- 
tion bordered on the dramatic. The 
delegates absorbed every word spoken 
on the subject with rapt attention, and 
by a unanimity of opinion did the best 
they could to atone for whatever dis- 
courtesy was displayed toward the 
president. 

When a rising vote was taken on 
the resolution one woman voted in the 
negative. An investigation later dis- 
closed the face, however, that she was 
not eligible to vote. 

Word “Male” a Bugaboo. 

report of the Oklahoma 
Woman Suffrage Association, pre- 
sented to the national conven- 
tion by President Kate H. Biggers, 
shows that the women of the new 
state are leading a determined fight. 
A petition bearing nearly 40,000 sign- 
ers to strike the word “male’’ from the 
state constituion has been prepared, 
and asks that the question be submit- 
ted to the voters at the next special 
or regular election in Oklahoma in 
1910. 

Mrs. Biggers reported that one of 
the surprises in store came when they 
presented the petition to the secre- 
tary. of state. The women, being po- 
litical nonentities, could not take the 
receipt. The secretary of the Okla- 
homa Federation of Labor consented 
to stand as guardian for the sex 
minors and the receipt was made out 
in his name. 

“The anomaly of these women, many 
of them middle-aged and gray-haired, 
requiring a young man to actas guar- 
dian was a surprise, as well as an ob-

Playa Del Rey, Cal., April 15.—Two 
American speedway records were 
broken on the motordrome today. The 
crowd also was thrilled by two mis- 
haps that proved more spectacular 


than dangerous. 

In the 10-mile free-for-all, while 
leading by a good margin, a Darracqg 
driven by Ben Kercher, and making 
80 miles an hour, threw a tire. The 
car rolled along the upper rim of the 
track for 200 feet and then leaped the 
outer fence. The car swerved and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
Kercher brought the machine to & 
stop without an accident. Bragg was 
following closely in a Fiat and he 
missed the rolling tire by only a few 
inches. 

In the second mile of the 5-mile race, 
Buick, driven by Nikrent, broke 4 
stearing knuckle and slid off the track; 
Nikrent slammed on all the brakes and 
the car stopped right side up. The 
pitch of the track prevented a bad ac- 
cident, as it causéd the car to slide 
toward the inside, instead of shooting 
through the fence. 

Oldfield Defeats De Paima. 

In the 10-mile stock chassis races, 
for cars of 451-600 cubic inehes pis- 
ton displacement, Oldfield, in a Knox, 
defeated De Palma in a Fiat in 7:22:92, 
which establishes a new speedway 
record for this class of cars. In his 
race, De Palma’s mechanician rode 
astride the hood for several ,miles 
while the car was making 85 miles an 
hour. Nixkrent, in-a Buick, established 
a new American speedway record in 
the 161-230 cubic inches class, by driv- 
ing 10 miles in 8:40:17. The Cole was 
second.

“ON ROOS 


By Most Gelesaraiows ‘ 


_ Europeari Court. 


‘Emperor Francis. Joseph Partic- 
ularly Cordial in His Recep- 
tion of the Former President. 
Colonel Roosevelt Entertained 
Like a Reigning Sovereign. 


Vienna, April 15.—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt was received at the Austrian 
capital today in a manner almost like 
that accorded a reigning sovereign. 
The punctilious Austrian court, the 
most ceremonious of those of Europe, 
had arranged the program and it left 
nothing undone which could emphasize | 
the unprecedented honor that was be- 
ing paid the visiting American. 

As a special mark of his personal 
esteem the aged emperor-king, Fran- 
cis Joseph, received Colonel Roosevelt 
in» his private apartments at the im- 
posing Hofburg palace, instead of in 
the regular audience chamber. The 
monarch, who was attired in an im- 
perial uniform, was extremely gracious 
to the American ex-president and kept 
him in conversation for. thirty-five 
minutes. What interesting subjects 
they found to discuss have not trans- 
pired, as they were alone and Colonel 
Roosevelt naturally has declined to ree 


veal the slightest detail of the con- 
versation. 


Emperor-King Very Cordial. 

Emperor Frangis Joseph intended 
personally to return Colonel Roose- 
velts call on his way out to the 
Schoenbrunn castle, where the mon- 
arch usually passes the night, and was 
only deterred from doing so by a sud- 
den storm which broke late in the 
afternoon. Therefore he was com- 
pelled to send his aide de camp. Such 
an honor as a return visit from the 
emperor is only extended to reigning 
sovereigns. 

For Colonel Roosevelt the call on the 
emperor was the main feature of a 
very busy day, which began immedi- 
ately after he reached his hotel this 
morning with a breakfast with Fienry 
White, former American ambassador 
France, who had. not been in Vienna 
since he began his diplomatic career 
here twenty-seven years ago under 
President Taft's father, who was the 
American minister. 

Laid Wreath on Elizabeth’s Tomb. 

The day included an official visit to 
Count von Aerenthal, the Austro-Hun- 
garian foreign minister, which lasted 
one hour; a call of courtesy upon Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, the heir ap- 
parent to the throne, at Belvidere pai- 
ace; @ visit to the tombs of the Haps- 
burgs, where, under the guidance of a 
brown-cowled capucine monk with a 
lighted taper in his hand, he laid 
wreaths on the tombs of Empress 
Elizabeth and Crown Prince Rudolph; 
& tour of inspection of the Spanish 
Riding School, founded by Charles II., 
angi the imperial hussar barracks; a 


and.a gala dinner given in hig bonor at 
the foreign office tonight by Count 
von Aerenthal. Yet, after the long 
day, when Colonél Roosevelt returned 
to his hotel tonight he mounted the 
Stairs two at a time. 

Colonel Roosevelt used the imperial 
court carriage placed at his disposal 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, until his 
official calls had ended. Then he dis- 
carded it for the faster mode of 
traveling—the automobile. He enjoy- 
ed the exhibition at the riding school, 
where the celebrated Lippizzan breed 
of horses, &@ mixture of Spanish and 
Arab blood, performed the daintiest of 
evolutions, dancing the quadrille and 
finally coming. onto the platform where 
Colonel Roosevelt sat and circling his 
chair so close that their hoofs almost 
touched his feet. But, as Colonel 
Roosevelt remarked afterward, ‘These 
are only society horsés.” 


Inspects Austrian Guard. 


A clattering charge of the Magyar 
Hussars, which constitutes the emper- 
ors bodyguard, across the parade 
ground of the barracks, on the contra- 
ry, stirred himto real enthusiasm, and 
after the evolutions he made a detailed 
inspection of the stables, horses, hos- 
pitals, etc., volleying questions at the 
officers who accompanied him. Such 
intimate knowledge of the cavalry and 
its operations dig he display that the 
enthusiastic officers ceased to regard 
him a8 an ex-president, but as a colo- 
nel of rough riders and a companion- 
at-arms, and they concluded the in- 
spection by escorting Colonel Roose- 
velt to their mess room, where his 
health was drunk and three cheers 
for him were given. 

People of Vienna Much Interested. 

Throughout -the day the people of 
Vienna displayed the keenest curiosity 
and interest in the American ex- presi- 
dent, crowds collecting wherever he 
appeared, and often cheering him. 
Colonel Roosevelt scrupulously ac- 
knowledged every popular manifesta- 
tion by bowing and raising his hat. 

The newspapers of the capital unite 
in giving the heartiest welcome to 


Colonel Roosevelt, saying they have 
special reasons for the friendliest feel- 
ings tO One under whose presidency 
the relations between the dual mon- 
archy and the United States was al- 
ways the most uleasant. 

Colonel Roosevelt, at the gala dinner 
tonight, escorted to the table the 
Countess Festetice, formerly Lady 
Mary Douglas- -Hamilton, once the wife 
of the Prince of Monaco. 

Denies Published Statement.

Following a suggestion of Walter 
Cooper; secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, a resolution providing for 
the securing of data from _ various 
cities as to the operation of their mar- 
kets, was passed. A. resolution in- 
dorsing the project of establishing one 
or more public. markets was also car- 
ried. 

Food inspection was another subject 
which was discussed at length. It 
was the sense of the committee that 
many practices now indulged in by 
those operating,markets in the city 
should be discontinued.

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SENTENCE OF DEATH 
AFFIRMED BY COURT 


Frank Brooks Must Die for the 
Murder of Another 


Negro. 


In a decision handed down yester- 
@ay the supreme court affirmed the 
sentence of death imposed upon Frank 
Brooks, convicted in the Fulton supe- 
rior court of the murder of another 


negro. 

Brooks was arrested in connection 
with @ number of robberies that had 
occurred in various sections of the 
city. In confessing to the robberies 
he also confessed that he had shot and 
killed the neégro servant at the home 
of Miss Nettie Sergeant, principal of 
the Girls’. High school, when Brooks 
attempted to rob the place. He was 
tried on the murder charge, and was 
sentenced to death, and the case was 
carried to the higher court when the 
lower court refused a new trial. 

Brooks will be resentéenced to hang 
by Judge Roan when he convenes the 
néxt term of the criminal court on 
April 265.

BAD NECRO BOYS 


Atlanta’s Chief of Police 
Has New Plan. 


Board -- Will Present Matter 


to. Chiefs’ Convention --- Out- 


“lines His Plans and Tells Why 
It Should Be Carried Out. - 


Chief Henry Jennings, of the police 
department, has started a movement 
which may result in there being estab- 
lished in Georgia and probably in other 
states, juvenile farms on which way- 
ward negro boys can be put to work, 
instead of being sent to the chain- 


gangs. 

It is the purpose of the chief to take 
the matter before the annual conven- 
tion of the Police Chiefs’ Association, 
which meets this year in Birmingham. 
He has already called the attention 
of the police commission of Atlanta to 
what he wishes to do, and Alderman 
Promeroy, ex-officia member of the po- 
lice board, will. carry the matter to 
council next Monday afternoon. 

The Pian As Proposed. 

‘Every police chief in the south,” 
states Chief Jennings, “knows that our 
section of the country is suffering in 
more ways than one, because of idle 
and vicious negro boys whose parents 
cannot control them, and who are being 
sent to the chaingangs, from where 
they are turned out to be a worse 
menace to the country than ever. We 
have juvenile reformatories for white 
boys but nothing of the kind for the 
negroes. It is my plan to have either 
the large cities or the states establish 
near the cities farms to which negro 
boys can be committed by the record- 


ers, as well as by judges of state 
courts. There is a great deal of petty. 
stealing going on and most of it is at- | 
tributable to thé idle, wayward negro 
boys, who cannot be controlled at 
home. If these boys are arrested 
they. must either be turned loose on 
the community or be sent to the chain- 
gang. Now, if we had a farm where 
they could. be put to work for a term 
of vears they could be taught to earn 
a living and be made better citizens. 
Such a farm would soon be self-sup- 
porting.”’ 
Chief’s Statement to Board. 


The communication which the chief 
sent to the police commission is as 


follows: 

“Gentlemen: In consequence of the 
many negroes under 21 years of age 
being constantly arrested and sent to 
the city stockade, and when they re- 
turn are no better than before, and 
perhaps some of them are a great 
deal worse, I would, therefore, recomm- 
mend that your honorable body devise 
some means by which the city, county 
or state establish a reformatory for 
them. I earnestly believe that it would 


be much better for society, and that 
crime would be greatly diminished 
by placing these truant negroes on 
probation, under certain circumstan- 
ces, and put them in an institution of 
this kind, and I fully believe good re- 
sults could be achieved through a vig- 
orous, intelligent and responsible man- 
agement.”
